- NEIGHBOURHOOD WATCH - 

Why do we make it so easy for burglars? 

Local villages have recently seen a number of 
burglaries through unlocked doors or open 
windows. While we love warm sunny days, so do 
burglars because we become lazy about sensible security. 

It takes only seconds for a professional or an opportunist to 
enter your property, see what they can grab and depart, 
leaving you to make an upsetting discovery. 

Bar Hill is fortunate to be a relatively safe place to live but we 
can make it even safer by taking sensible precautions - all 
the time. 

V Keep external doors locked - even when you are in the 
house. 

V Don't leave tempting ground floor or accessible windows 
open when you are not in the room. 

V Lock sheds and garages - they hold items appealing to a 
burglar, including the tools to break into your house. 

V Keep side gates locked - yes I know you like to pop in and 
out easily but why give an intruder easy access? 

V Lock doors and close all accessible windows when you go 
out -even windows on the latch can easily be opened. 

V Help build a safer neighbourhood, by mentioning to 
others any lapses in their security that you observe. 

And FINALLY, while being questioned by police, a burglar 
commented he avoided Neighbourhood Watch areas during 
the day because he knew residents were alert © 

BUT once the curtains were drawn he knew he was safe 
because people didn't look out so much © 

MORAL-look out of your windows at night; and day or 
night report anything suspicious to the police (101). They 
won't feel you're wasting their time as they welcome our 
information. After all, burglars often check out an area 
before committing a crime and you can help forestall them.

- SCAM OF THE MONTH - 
Smashing - when criminals steal money and/or your 
identity via text messages. 

Using your mobile phone fraudsters try to manipulate you 
to take various actions which can lead to you being 
defrauded. 

1. You receive a text message, supposedly from your credit 
card provider, stating a transaction has been approved on 
your credit card. 

2. It asks you to confirm if the transaction is genuine by 
replying Y for Yes or 'N' for No. 

3. If you respond, the fraudster knows your number is an 
active one and will attempt to get your credit card details, 
CW number (the three digits on the back of your bank 
card) and/or other personal information. 

Protect yourself: 

• Always check a text message is valid by ringing your 
bank/credit card provider using the number on the back 
of your card or on a statement. 

• Beware of cold calls claiming to be from banks or credit 
card providers. 

• If a phone call from the bank seems suspicious, hang up 
the phone and wait 10 minutes for the line to clear (or 
ideally use a different phone). Ring them using the phone 
number on the back of your card or on your bank 
statement. 

• Only ever give out your card details and CW number 
when you have initiated a call to make a purchase from a 
reputable company. 

• NEVER divulge your pin number to anyone; even the 
bank will not ask for it.

Bar Hill under 16s (the Ravens) played their final league 
match in April. They were formed ten years ago as under 7s 
by Tim Parker and Janet Shanahan. The following year 
Kevin Sargent took over as manager and has been there 
ever since with Janet. Over the ten years squad numbers 
have grown when many local teams have folded. So the 
Ravens have evolved from a classroom at Bar Hill Primary 
School to having players from eight of the surrounding 
villages. Four players have been with the Ravens from the 
start:- James Debono, Liam Rabel, Harry Sargent, and 
Luke Shanahan. 

The Ravens achieved the highest sporting award marks two 
years in a row (rated by fellow coaches). They have also 
been voted Bar Hill Colts team of the year three times.

Janet's organisational skills 
and off the pitch administration allowed Kevin to 
concentrate on the playing side to great effect. I am pleased 
to say that Janet will continue as our club Welfare Officer 
whilst Kevin will continue to help other coaches whenever 
he can. 

So the Ravens have reached the end of an era... 

Their last match was played against a team of managers/ 
coaches from all our teams at the Colts Presentation 
Day on Saturday 17th June. In 2016 they were beaten in a 
hard fought match, so they will undoubtedly be out for 
revenge. We'll include a match report in next month’s 
edition, along with details of all awards given out at the 
presentation.

- SAVE THE BLACK HORSE PUB - 
Background: following closure of the Black Horse, Dry 
Drayton, late last year, a group of enthusiastic individuals 
have formed the Black Horse Steering Group (BHSG) with the 
aim of saving what is the last remaining pub - there used to 
be five - in the village.
